The lumber- 
consuming public of the United States pays 
perhaps thirty to forty million dollars a 
year to make good the losses from wood 
decay. 

These great drains are a source of more 
and more concern each year. Chemists and 
engineers who have to do with the uses of 
wood are working unceasingly on the prob- 
lem. The U. S. Forest Service has men 
who devote their whole time to it. The im- 
portance of the problem can not be over- 
estimated. Millions of dollars are annually 
saved by preservative treatment of timbers, 
but much yet remains to be learned. 

Wood decay is caused by fungus, a vege- 
table growth sometimes so small that it can 
be seen only with the miscroscope. Its 
roots or branches, like minute hairs, force 
their way into the wood tissues and absorb 
or eat away the solid parts. The col- 
lapse which results is called decay. Timber 
is artificially preserved by forcing into its 
cells and pores certain substances which 
prevent the growth of fungi. As long as 
this substance is present in sufficient quan- 
tity, the germs of decay—the threads and 
spores of fungus—can not enter, and the 
wood is preserved. This often means doub- 
ling and sometimes trebling the life of the

Among them was a plenipotentiary from a foreign country to 
the U. S. Government at Washington, who wrote: “I notice with interest that your correspondent 
says, ‘Thoughts too are now photographed, proving they have form and existence outside of the brain 
of the thinker,’ I shall be extremely obliged if you would explain how this can be done.”

“I hold it true that thoughts are things 
Endowed with body, breath and wings, 
And that we send them forth to fill 

The world with good results—or ill. 


That which we call our secret thought 
Speeds to the earth’s remotest spot, 
And leaves its blessings or its woes, 
Like tracks behind it as it goes.” 


The poet that penned the lines I have 
taken the liberty to quote has condensed in 
these two small stanzas a philosophy of life 
that at once embraces; both a scientific 
code of ethics, and what promises to become 
a New Religion. 

Students of natural law, as exemplified 
by planetary influence, have long known 
that a New Religion is imminent. The sun 
entering the Aquarian cycle vibrates to a 
new key; a key of scientific truth and 
human wisdom; a key the intensity of whose 
vibrations will cause all religious dogmas to 
vanish into thin air, and all sacredotalisms 


to fall to the earth with a crash, never again” 


to rise, until the glorious orb of day tra- 
verses the culminating point, and once more 
swings into the downward cyclic path. 

The New Religion will. be based on the 
bedrock of truth as demonstrated by the 
exact sciences, and it will raise its head 
a fitting monument to the intellectual 
grandeur of the highest race the earth has 
ever developed. 

It should not be supposed that the New 
Religion, at its inception, will apprehend 


all the laws and principles that constitute 
the true Wisdom Religion; rather will it 
begin on a small, but firm’ foundation; ex- 
panding and adding new truths as experi- 
ence and necessity suggest. This basic 
structure, upon which our future as a people 
so vitally depends, is now being molded by 
the curren€ progressive literature under the 
name of New Thought; the principal idea 
of this movement being to practice and 
teach the importance of right thinking. 

While no one doubts the advisability of 
tight thinking, few indeed realize the fear- 
ful results that follow an opposite method. 
of procedure. Perhaps nothing so well il- 
lustrates to the average individual the ef- 
fects of thought as the experiments con- 
ducted a number of years ago by Professor 
Elmer Gates, of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Washington, D. C. 

Professor Gates passed the breath of 
people undergoing various emotions through 
a tube cooled with ice, so as to condense 
the volatile qualities of the respiration, and 
then treated these with chemical re-agents 
to produce a precipitate. He found on 
analysis that where the patient was domi- 
nated by an evil emotion the respiration 
contained a volatile poison characteristic 
of that emotion. Using iodide of rhodop- 
sin, there was no visible precipitate while 
fhe patient was in a normal condition, but 
within a few minutes after the patient be- 
came angry there was a brownish deposit. 
This compound, extracted and administered 
to men and animals, caused them to mani- 
fest similar excitement. Other emotions 
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subjected to the same process produced 
precipitates of different colors. 

The result of these experiments show 
that agreeable thoughts and emotions gen- 
erate chemical compounds in the system, 
that nourish and strengthen both the mind 
and the body, conducing to health and long 
life; on the other hand, malevolent thoughts 
and emotions generate poisonous compounds 
in the system, that ruin the mind and body 
as surely, though perhaps not so swiftly, 
as if the poison were administered by the 
deadly hand of the cowardly assassin. 


Here we have not merely an interesting 
experiment illustrating psychological pro- 
cesses, but a scientific foundation upon 
which to erect our moral edifice. Let it be 
instilled into the mind of every man, 
woman and child that an evil thought will 
here, now, in this life, and upon this earth, 
leave its poisonous fumes to slowly stifle 
its producer, and we have taken one step 
towards solving the great social and moral 
problem. Let it become generally known 
that the most potent factor for success in 
this life consists of right thinking, and that 
our future condition in other realms, as 
taught by the exalted seers of all ages, de- 
pends largely upon this same issue, and we 
have the foundation for a True Religion. 

The influence of our thoughts is not con- 
fined to the reaction upon ourselves. Their 
action may be either constructive or dif- 
fusive; and while it is true that they have 
an orbital motion, when. once projected 
upon the etherial sea, they are also com- 
petent to produce results upon distant bodies 
in their flight. To thoroughly understand 
how this is possible it is necessary to stud 
vibration and thought forms. In this con- 
nection, material science has come slightly 
to our aid by producing some remarkable 
photographs. 

A valuable little book edited by W. 
Britton Harvey, entitled “Science and the 
Soul,” which ably answers, “Has Immor- 
tality Been Proved?” in the affirmative; has 
for a frontispiece a reproduction of some 
thought photographs by Dr. Baraduc, the 
eminent nerve specialist of Paris; and I 
have asked the editor of “The Stellar Ray” 
to obtain a copy of them, to illustrate this 
article. While these photographs do not, 
by any means, exhaust the attainments of 
modern science in this direction, they give 


ite 
some idea of what may be accomplish 
with more sensitive plates and improve 


appliances. 


Quoting from the little book mentioned, 
in speaking of Dr. Baraduc, it says: “If 
thoughts are things he considered it should 
be possible to photograph them. He ac- 
cordingly prepared a special apparatus, 
with an exceptionally sensitive plate at- 
tached, and under the most conclusive con- 
ditions obtained a series of strikingly dis- 
tinct, and, in some cases, most beautiful 
pictures of these thought forces and emo- 
tions, as will be seen from the frontispiece 
to this little work.” 


A COLUMN OF PRAYER ASCENDING 
FROM THE EIFEL TOWER. PARIS. 


“These pictorial wonders were reproduced 
in the Illustrated London News some time 
ago, and their publication caused a great 
sensation in the scientific circles of Europe. 
One of these photographs represents a 
column of prayer. By arrangement with 
half a dozen devout persons a prayer meet- 
ing was held in an apartment at the top of 
Eiffel Tower. The special camera was 
arranged in position, and at a given moment 
Dr. Baraduc took the picture. The result 
was a very clear and impressive representa- 
tion of the thoughts and aspirations of 
these intensely earnest souls arising like a 
column of incense as though ascending di- 
rect to the very throne of God. He has also 
taken good thoughts and bad thoughts of 
certain individuals, placid thoughts and 
stormy thoughts, and the pictures they pro- 
duce are most remarkable—some beautiful 
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in their sweet and tranquilizing aspect, 
whilst others resemble a veritable méntal 
typhoon, according to the humor of the sub- 
ject at the time the photo was taken.” 

I will add that the pictures are taken in 
a dark room on dry plates, with or with- 
out a camera. The usual method of pro- 
cedure is to wrap the. plates in several 
thicknesses of black paper and hold them 
near the forehead, or above the head, of 
the subject. It was found on a number 
of_occasions that where the subject would 
conjure up the image of some person or 
thing, and concentrate his mind upon it, 
a faint outline of the thing thought of 
would be reproduced on the sensitive plate. 
In this way a mother produced a delicate 
sketch of her dead boy, a man the picture 
of his favorite dog, and a woman a repro- 
duction of her pet canary. ; 


A WHIRLWIND OF ETHER. 


Sad and Violent Thoughts as they Appear 
to the Camera. 


Another remarkable photograph, though 
hardly .relevant to the asthe? in hand, was 
Dr. Baraduc’s photograph of a soul. He 
says: “Every human being has an in- 
palpable double, which reproduces his form, 
and which allows us to explain ghost 
stories and the phenomena of double sight. 
Call it soul, if you like, or astral body. I 
have photographed this ether double eighty 
hours after death. When my wife died I 
photographed a nebulous globe which es- 
caped from her like a soul.” 

Commandant Darget, another scientist of 
Paris, proceeded along slightly different 
lines. He placed the blank side of a sheet 


of paper, the other side of which had writ- 
ing on, against a gelatino-bromide plate, 
wrapping the whole in both black and red 
paper and placing it against the forehead 
‘of some person for thirty minutes or an 
hour. ~The result was that the radiations 
from the subject’s head oftén left a repro- 
duction of the characters on the developed 
plate. | 

The experiments of Colonel Albert de 
Rochas along these lines are similar to those 
of Dr. Baraduc, and the results not less 
startling. 

Thoughts are things, it cannot be doubt- 
ed; things endowed with a power we little 
recognize, and who can tell, as the poem 
runs, to what far corner of the earth our 
secret thoughts may travel? 

There is ample evidence to show the 
power of thought to heal the sick, to cheer 
the downhearted, and to warn those in 
danger, though oceans flow between, and 
who shall say that our pleasant thoughts 
and good wishes may not be bread cast 
upon the waters of life, yielding in return, 
perhaps a hundred, perhaps a thousandfold. 
And even if the yield is small, is it not far 
better to lighten our hearts by cheerful, 
hopeful, thoughts, than to steep body, mind 
and soul in rank poison? Then away! 
evil thoughts, away! I bid you adieu ton 
ever.

Influence of the Planets, 
HENRY CLAY HODGES. 


In an investigation of the influences of 
the planets it must be-considered that the 
causation, by which all effects, whether 
general or particular, are produced and 
fore-known, is essentially one and the same; 
for the motions of the planets and. of the 
sun and moon present the operative causa- 
tion of events which happen to any indi- 
vidual, as well as of those which happen 
generally; and the fore-knowledge of both 
may be obtained by the same accurate ob- 
servation of the distinct natures of the 
several creatures and substances subjected 
to the influences of the heavenly bodies, 
and by due attention to the changes pro- 
duced in those natures by the configurations 
displayed in the ambient, by the planetary 
motion. 

You will notice that as each point of the 
Zodiac rises and sets once every twenty- 
four hours, occasioned by the diurnal revo- 
lution of the earth upon its axis, when any 
given point is rising, the opposite point must 
be setting, and as the Zodiac consists of 
three hundred and sixty degrees, each sign 
or portion consists of thirty degrees, as it 
is divided into twelve signs. Each of these 
signs, when rising at the birth of an indi- 
vidual, possesses a certain influence to pro- 
duce a particular form of body, and pe- 
culiar mental affections. The effect is pro- 
duced not by the ascending star alone, but 
by the ambient, that is, the whole face of 
the heavens at that particular time. There- 
fore it is essential to have the description 
of the different natures and form of body 
produced by the different Zodiacal signs, 
as well as the planets and fixed stars, and 
throw their influence for good or evil. 

First we take the sign Aries, which pro- 
duces a disposition combative, angry as the 
Ram, and at times capricious, with middle 
stature, thin face, dark hair and . com- 
plexion. f 

2. Taurus gives a disposition slow to 
wrath, patient and enduring, but when 
angry, violent as the bull; a short well- 


set person, full face and thick neck, broad- 
handed, with dark crisp hair. 

3. Gemini produces a good understanding, 
a powerful imagination, quick and active, 
a tall, well made body with good carriage, 
hands long and slender, black hair, hazel 
eyes and often, when a female, will give 
birth to twins. This is termed the Twin 
Sign. 

4, Cancer produced a timid person, simi- 
lar to the crab, and weak in constitution, 
with, middle’ and short stature, round face, 
generally lower part of face larger than 
the upper part, rather pale complexion and 
small features. 

5. Leo, a bold heart, cautious disposi- ` 
tion, a firm step and strong countenance, 
well set body, square shoulders, bushy hair, 
inclined to curl, large eyes, quick sighted, 
very ruddy complexion. 

6. Virgo gives an ingenious mind, ad- 
dicted to studious pursuits, whimsical and 
modest as a virgin, with middle stature, 
slender figure, neat, well formed, dark hair 
and complexion, round face and weak voice. 

T. Libfa, well principled mind and tem- 
per, even as the balance is, with tall, well- 
formed person, rather slender, smooth hair, 
inclined to be flaxen, round beautiful face, 
fine complexion, inclined to ruddiness. 

8. Scorpio, very thoughtful disposition, 
active and deceitful as the scorpion, with 
thick, well set person, robust, broad face, 
dusky, muddy complexion, dark hair, bushy 
and plentiful, thick necked. 

9. Sagittarius, daring and intrepid, fond 
of horses, hunting, all games of sport, 
rather tall, well-formed person, strong 
body, handsome, clear eyes’ setting well in 
head, chestnut colored hair growing off the 
temples, inclined to baldness. 

10. Capricorn gives a very subtle and 
materialistic mind, but capricious as the 
goat, ‘short in stature, long face-and chin, 
small neck, black hair, weak in the knees. 

11. Aquarius gives a gentle and benevo- 
lent disposition, very fond of the water; 
gives stout, comely person, strong appear- 
ance, long, rather fleshy face, clear and 
delicate complexion, hazel eyes, sandy or 
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darkish hair; gives more beauty than any 
of the signs except Libra. 
_ 12. Pisces gives erratic dispositién, and, 
in affairs of life, the mind is more used 
than the body; gives short, middle stature, 
rather heavy gait, holding down the head 
when walking; hair . inclined to dark, 
shoulders round. It is a northern, moist, 
phlegmatic, feminine, common, nocturnal 
house of Jupiter, and exaltation of Venus. 
It is also a bicorporeal, double-bodied sign. 
However, these descriptions rarely apply 
exactly, as the disposition relies chiefly 
upon the Moon and Mercury. Besides, the 
mind is influenced by every planet which 
casts an aspect to the Ascendant, and by 
any planet rising therein, so that if the 
last three degrees of a sign be on the cusp, 
or beginning of the first house, part of 
the next sign must necessarily be in the 
Ascendant, and the native will partake of 
both influences. A person, for example, 
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having the latter part of Sagittarius rising, 
and the whole of Capricorn in the ascend- 
ant} would be influenced chiefly by Capri- 
corn; the countenance and head alone would 
belong to Sagittarius. Therefore it is quite 
essential in order to give a correct jydg- 
peok to have the correct time of birth, 
or as each degree of the sign of the- 
Zodiac rises in about four minutes, a dif- 
ference of a quarter of an hour would 
make a difference of almost four degrees; 
and in deciding upon the effects of the 
heavenly bodies, the difference would be of 
great importance. It would be sufficient to 
neutralize the influence of Sagittarius in the 
example given, and to render the native 
wholly a Capricorn person. 

Thus we find Science the witness of 
all religions, the natural missionary of 
“faith and knowledge; that it cannot be a 
thing of chance, but is in every respect, 
infallibly the result of the nicest calcula- 
tion, directed by supreme wisdom. 


Birth Stones Å

At the present time, owing to the con- 
fusion arising from the endless controver- 
sies of those who know little or nothing of 
real esoteric law and who are loud in their 
egotistical assertions in proportion to their 
lack of knowledge, it is “difficult for the 
earnest student to come to any satisfactory 
conclusions. 

The subject of birth-stones is one that 
he is likely to put from his mind with- 
out a second thought for want of a rational 
explanation. I must confess that at first 
sight it seems unreasonable to suppose that 
a mere stone can possess any power for 
good or evil when worn by a human being. 
So it is with all so-called superstition, and 
the fact is that as they are commonly un- 
derstood and practiced by the uninitiated, 
‘signs, omens, birth-stones and occult mat- 
ters in general are no more than supersti- 
tious rubbish. At the same time there is a 
vital fundamental principle underlying all 


these things, some substance of truth from 
which they originally sprang and which has 
subsequently been tortured out of all sem- 
blance to reality by the ignorant. This is 
true of birth-stones. 

The talented author of “The Light of 
Egypt” gives the clearest statement of the 
properties of talismans I have yet seen. 
He says in part; “A talisman is a natural 
object containing the elemental forces of its 
own degree of life in a state of intense 
activity and capable of responding to the 


` cofresponding quality of life outside itself.” 


Talismans, I may mention, include birth- 
stones, but may also consist of other. ma- 
terial than stones. 

In this brief article I shall make no at- 
tempt to cover the groutid thoroughly nor 
to enter the zones of elemental life with 
their bearing on the subject. My object is 
to present to the reader a few facts with 
which he is already familiar and by. means 
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of analogy, give him a firm foundation for 
his study of occult law. There is no limit 
to the extent such an investigation may be 
carried other than that of the energy and 
intelligence of the student. 

Few there are who will deny the exist- 
ence of some subtle, elusive element in 
nature uniting us in bonds of sweet sym- 
pathy or hurling us asunder in antagonistic 
confusion, as the case may be. It seems 
that we are each keyed to a separate pitch 
and the first thing that impresses us, uncon- 
sciously perhaps, on contacting anything is 
its harmony or dischord with ourselves. 
We express this sensation by saying that 
we like certain people, certain animals, and 
certain foods, or the reverse. These likes 
and dislikes are not the offspring of chance, 
but when normal are the intuitive percep- 
tions of what are and what are not bene- 
ficial. Neither are these sympathetic rela- 
tions confined to a single realm. Every 
thing in the universe is receiving and trans- 
mitting some grade of force and for that 
reason must exert an influence on all other 
things with which it comes in contact. 
Needless to say, some things are more 
powerful than others. This is the secret 
underlying the fact that so many people 
have health and success in one locality, but 
utterly fail in another. 

It is no startling discovery to learn that 
certain people are harmonious. Others, for 
no apparent reason, can hardly bear to be in 
‘the same room and this, too, without a 
bearing on the moral question, for we often 
like and sympathize with people of none 
too strict virtue in spite of ourselves. 

Violent Antipathy. 

We do not stop to wonder that cats hate 
dogs or that dogs like horses. Some people 
like cats, some like dogs and some like 
horses, irrespective of their utility. At the 
same time other people have a violent anti- 
pathy to these animals. I personally know 
a man who cannot sit still if there is a 
cat near him, and the story.is told of a 
historical character that he had such a 
violent disliking to cats that the presence 
of one made him sick. One day a cat 
coming into his room, though its presence 
was unknown to him, caused him to faint. 

In the vegetable world we notice that 
some plants thrive well together. People 
differ in their choice of flowers. Some are 
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immune to poisonous vines and may handle 
them with impunity. Others cannot walk 
in the woods where they grow without 
harm. 

Our physicians would do well to study 
this law. A drug that may heal one patient 
of a disease, when given to another keyed 
to a different pitch, may produce altogether 
different results. A knowledge of the vibra- 
tory properties of drugs and people is 
essential to the highest success in the prac- 
tice of medicine. The mental healer like- 
wise, on reflection, will discern the cause 
of his many failures. His patient being of 
an opposite polarity, the healer’s magnetism 
and thoughts could no more contribute 
strength and harmony than does water 
when poured on fire. This is not merely a 
figure of speech. It is the truth that one 
born with a fiery sign rising on the horizon 
cannot benefit magnetically one with a wa- 
tery sign so placed. 

All things harmonize in their vibratory 
natures with one of the twelve signs of the 
Zodiac. At birth the sign rising on the 
ascendant of the birth chart determines the 
exact polarity of the child then born, and 
he will ever respond and harmonize with 
those things ruled by that same sign. Toa 
lesser extent he will respond to things 
ruled by harmonious signs. In selecting a 
birth-stone one should be selected that is 
ruled by the rising sign im the native’s 
horoscope. 

Why Certain Gems Are Considered 
Beneficial, 

Immediately I have said this, the question 
will arise in the reader’s mind why it is 
that stones are selected and why it is that 
certain gems are supposed to be most effi- 
cient. I will answer by means. of an ano- 
logical illustration. Perhaps the example 
with which all are most familiar is that of 
magnetic oxide of iron, called the lode- 
stone. Here we have a mineral endowed 
with the peculiar property of polarizing the 
universal force and converting it into mag- 
netism. And the most peculiar property of 
all is that this magnetism affects iron in a 
manner different from that in which it 
affects other bodies. It exerts an attraction 
seen in the physical world. Likewise it is 
found that the hard crystaline quality of 
certain gems polarize that grade of force. to 
which they are respectively keyed and are 
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able to transmit it to human organisms of 
like key with more effect than do other 
things. - 

` If you wish a further illustration of the 
vibratory effects of minerals in the physical 
world turn your attention to radium. Some 
scientist made a calculation showing that 
the energy emitted from a minuté quantity 
of this remarkable substance in a hundred 
years, if utilized, would be sufficient to draw 
a train of cars around the world. It has 
three known rays. One is luminous and 
visible to the eye. Another is identical 
with or similar to the X-ray. With a piece 
of raw pitch blende, the ore in which 
radium is found, a photograph has been 
taken through almost a foot of steel. About 
the third ray very little is known except 
that it is deleterious to organic life. Ex- 
perimenters with radium must protect them- 
selves from these rays with lead garments, 
and even then sometimes suffer from its 
effects. 

A properly selected birthstone acts in 
unison with the psychic element in man. 
The subtle vibrations of the stone come 
in rapport with the individual and a com- 
plete circuit is formed between them. This 
mutually strengthens the vibrations, bring-' 
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ing added life and vigor to the physical 
organism, a clear mind and a better 
fortune. 

To the psychic a birth stone is an accu- 
rate barometer of magnetic conditions, by 
which he receives timely warnings of mis 
fórtune and danger. 

In selecting a stone, find one alive, ruled 
by your rising sign, and it is all the better, 
if it is of the opposite sex. Stones are 
sexed just as are animals and plants. They 
may also be alive or dead, just as some 
magnetic ore ‘may possess little magnetism 
and some radium ore be.of such low activ- 
ity as to possess little value. A good clair- 
voyant should be able to determine these 
points. I will add that the majority of 
attractive looking stones are alive and only 
occasionally will one be found dead. 
> The purpose of this article is not to 
furnish new victims for the rapacious greed 
of the hundreds of fakirs, charlatans and 
psychic grafters that infest the country. 
It is written in the hope that it may be 
a means of correcting the erroneous ideas 
held by many on a subject that, while of 
no great importance in itself, embodies an 
exposition of that great natural law termed 
Sympathy.

The Chemistry of Astrology

Psychic Research

The following incidents are experiences 
in the life of a gentleman in the business 
world. My attention was called to him by 
an account of an experience publishd by 
some correspondent in the Grand Magazine 
for August, 1906. Communication with Mr. 
K. led to- the recording of other and later 
incidents which follow the one that we 
quote from the Grand Magazine. 

I have made the personal acquaintance 
of Mr. K. since learning of his experiences 
and can testify that he is an intelligent man, 
as his writing might well indicate. He has 
been interested, as his letter shows, in psy- 
chic phenomena for a long time. The later 
experiences here quoted are corroborated 
by the testimony of others. Some of them 
seem to be premonitory and others are pos- 
sibly telepathic. But it does not matter how 
we classify them if we have reason to con- 
sider their possibly coincidental character. 
They do not suggest their cause in the con- 
tents and hence will serve only as examples 


of incidents which later maf have a col- 
lective importance. 

I quote the account in the Grand Maga- 
zine because Mr. K. vouched for its truth in 
a later communication and because it rep- 
resents an experience as credible as the 
other which are corroborated. It offers no 
specific clue to the explanation. Neither 
do the others, though the possible premoni- 
tion associated with the death of a relative’s 
child might suggest what source we should 
seek in an explanation. But this is second- 
ary to the ascertaining of the facts—James 
H. Hyslop. 2 

The following incident is from the Grand 
Magazine, and as indicated above, is certi- 
fied by Mr. K. himself, though here reported 
by a second party. The type i$ apparent to 
psychic researchers. Mr. K., instead of 
leaving us to copy it, with the editorial re- 
marks, has written out the account for us 
from his own copy, and it varies in no de- 
tail or expression from the printed article, 
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except in a few unimportant words here 
and there merely affecting rhetorical or 
grammatical structure of the sentence. 
May 24, 1906. 
To the Edtior “Strand Magazine,” : 
No. 8 South Hampton. Street, 
London, England: 

Dear Sir: I have just finished reading, 
with much interest, the article entitled, 
“Phantasms” in your June number, and 
would say that I have for a long time, in 
fact I might say, always been deeply inter- 
ested in this subject. | 

In addition for the last year or so, I have 
been gifted with the power’of seeing things 
that are at least invisible to the average hu- 
man being. While I have not seen anything 
in the way of a ghost or spirit of people 
who have passed out of this life, I am con- 
stantly seeing scenes and also people from 
this life, and give you herewith a few in- 

estances. 

First—On August 28th, 1905, I received 
a letter from a Mr. H., requesting that I 
meet him in New York on August 31st, at 
9:30 a. m., at the D. G. & T.’s place of busi- 
ness. I left Philadelphia on the 7:00 a. m. 
train on August 31st to keep this engage- 
ment. Before boarding the train, I bought 
the morning paper, which I read until we 
passed Trenton, and then being through 
with the paper, I leaned back in my seat 
and let my mind drift. 

Suddenly I semed to be sitting in a room 
facing a door which was open, allowing me 
to see into the next room. The sun was 
shining, or rather I could see the reflection 
of the sun, the next room being lit up by 
the reflection. Through this door a tall 
man entered; he was wearing a brown 
derby hat. This vision I saw as distinctly 
and as clearly as I have ever seen anything 
in ordinary life. At the time, I did not 
know what to make of it, as I did not recog- 
nize any portion of this scene. ` 

On arriving in New York, not knowing 
where D. G. & T.’s office was, I asked a po- 
lice officer to direct me. His instructions 
not being sufficiently clear, I stepped into 
a cigar store for more information. I give 
you this to show that I certainly did not 
know anything about the place. I had very 
little difficulty, however, in finding the 
place. On entering the office of D. G. & 
T., I asked if Mr. H. was in, and I was 
asked if I was the gentleman that Mr. H. 
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expected, and if so, that he had not yet ar- 
rived, but that they expected him almost 
any moment, and asked me to take a seat 
and make myself at home, which I did. In 
sitting down I faced the room through 
which I had entered, and immediately rec- 
ognized the place as the one which I had 
seen on the train. The sun, however, was 
not shining. I waited patiently, and after 
a short time, the sun came out from under 
a cloud illuminating the next room, as I 
had seen it in the vision. As soon as this 
happened, I heard footsteps, and the gen- 
tleman with the brown derby hat appeared, 
came forward and shook hands with me, 
mistaking me for some one else. This all 
happened in less than two hours from the 
time I saw the vision. 

Second—Another case which happened 
edrly in February of this year. While sit- 
ting at home after supper, I suddenly found 
myself in my place of business. I was 
standing near the front door. In front of 
me, leaning on the back of a roll top desk, 
with his back to the door, stood an elderly 
gentleman, tall, grey hair, and in his shirt 
sleeves. I stood facing him at a distance 
of probably three or four feet. A little be- 


‘hind me and on my left was another gentle- 
e> 


man. I could not place the elderly gentl 

man in the shirt sleeves, but I was positive 
that I knew him. As the vision did not last 
long I was unable to place him. The gentle- 
man to my left I did not seem to bother 


with any more than that I knew some one- 


was there. I reported this immediately to 
my wife, and the next morning reported it 
in the office to at least three people, stating 
in addition, that it must come to pass today. 
About 1 o'clock I accidentally stood in the 
position as mentioned above; I was talking 
to a gentleman who had been in the office 
all morning, and while doing so, a gentle- 
man passed by the front door. Immediately 
on seeing him, I called to all present, “Here 
he comes,” as I instantly recognized the 
man as the one I had seen the night before. 
The man himself had no intention of com- 
ing to see me, but knowing me and seeing 
me standing near the front door, stepped in. 
He stood leaning on the roll top desk, talk- 
ing to me, and all the while, I wondered 
about the shirt sleeves. After a while, he 
complained of the heat in the store, and not 
only removed his overcoat, but also his reg- 
ular coat, and then he went back to his orig- 
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inal position in his shirt sleeves, this action 
carrying out the vision completely. 5 

Third—A few days ago about a quarter 
past six o’clock in the evening, I had just 
finished supper, when I suddenly saw before 
me a young lady in a white dress, wearing 
a black coat, but without a hat. I felt posi- 
tive that I would see her that evening, but 
other than that paid no attention to it. 

Inside of an hour and a half, a number of 
visitors arrived at the house, and she was 
among them, and was dressed as I had seen 
her in the vision. 

I learned on making inquiry that at the 
time I saw her, she did not know she was 
coming to my house. She came by acci- 
dent. She boards with a family in my 
neighborhood, and the head of this family 
had intended calling on me regarding some 
trifling matter. After supper, and after I 
had seen the vision, he suggested to his 
family that they accompany him to my 
house, and of course, included the young 
lady. She states that she did not know 
until five minutes before she came that she 
was coming. 

These things are constantly occurring, 
and I might add that when I see these vis- 
ions or whatever they may be, when I am 
wide awake, as I was in the above men- 
tioned cases, I know positively that they 
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will occur; they have never yet failed, but 
I am unable to tell how soon they will hap- 
pen, I can only guess at the time. In a 
general way, the nearer the person or vision 
is to me, the sooner it actually occurs. 

In addition to the above mentioned cases, 
I have seen any number of others, in fact, 
I am constantly seeing them, and lately 
have but to sit down and become passive, 
when they seem to come of their own ac- 
cord. 

I might also mention in addition to this, 
I am constantly experiencing a still 
stranger phenomena, which if you are inter- 
ested in, I could write you about another 
time.
